with all the world— its scenic beauties, its peoples and 
customs, its animal and bird life, its great wheels of in­ 
dustry— hardly a phase of life but has had its reproduc­ 


tion on the moving picture screen. 
Unfortunately with the higher class of pictures there 
have been others suggesting crime, creating false stand­ 
ards, especially before recent censor laws, often vulgar and 
sensational—but the scales after all will balance pretty 
Strongly on the side of the picture show. 
W e hope that recent cleanup of movies, with “rough 
stuff*’ heroes who are criminals and salacious incidents 
thrown into the discard, will he followed up throughout 
the country.
